This compact, table-top unit is a microfiche-to-web 
exposure device designed to make loop masters for high- 
volume, loop-to-roll microfiche copying on the Scott Model 
705 Microcopier. High quality exposures of silver, diazo, or 
vesicular sheet-microfiche masters are made on a web of 
diazo intermediate film. This intermediate web is then devel- 
oped in the Model 705 Microcopier where it is used as a loop- 
master for loop-to-roll copying on diazo copy film. 
Designed primarily for sheet-to-web production, the Model 715 
can also be used for sheet-to-sheet copying without modification. 
Microfiche master sizes from 16mm x 16mm to 152.4mm x 203.2mm are 
accommodated. Normal processing speed (including registration, exposure, 
and web advance) for 105mm x 148.75mm microfiche is 1 foot per minute of web, when the 
master is changed for each exposure. In step-and-repeat situations, when there are no master 
changes, processing speed is 1.5 feet per minute of web. A pin system insures precise master-to-web 
registrations and also provides index marks for cutting duplicate roll microfiche into sheets,
